The will of Henry Wood, former 
president of the Union Dairy Co., 
and president of the Humane Society 
of Missouri, was filed today. Wood, 
who Was 70 years old and lived at the 


Buckingham Hotel, died Monday. He 
left a large estate. 
The will creates a trust fund for the 


benefit of Mrs. Wood and several rel- 
atives, and provides that the estate 
shall ultimately, after the death of 
these heirs, be divided among five char- 
itable institutions in a manner specified. 
The institutions are also to receive cer- 
tain amounts from the residue of the 
income, after the heirs are provided for.

Humane Society of Missouri, to re- 
ceive $1000 a year from trust fund dur- 
ing its continuance, after trust is dis- 
solved, it shall receive $20,000. 

Bethesda Founding Home, 3649 Vista 
avenue, one-fourth share in residue of 
income, after bequests to relatives anc 
Humane Society are paid; after trust is 
dissolved, one-fourth of property re- 
maining in estate after payment of $20,- 
000 to Humane Society. 

St. Luke’s Hospital, 5501 Delmar boule- 
vard, same as Bethesda. 

St. Louis Children’s Hospital, 
South King’s highway, same. 

Jewish Hospital, 5415 Delmar boule- 
vard, same. 

Two Outright Bequests. 

The will makes immediate and out- 
right bequests to two objects, as fol- 
Ows: 

Protestant: Episcopal Church of the 
Redeemer, Washiagton boulevard and 
Euclid avenue, $5000. 

Memorial Home, 
avenue, $3000. 
The annuities to individuals which are 
provided in the main trust fund are 
as follows: 

Mrs. Minnie Wood, widow, $240 a 
year for life. 

Harriet and Jane Wood, sisters, of 
Canterbury, England, $6000 a year, jointly, 
{Or life; if either dies, the survivor shall 
receive full amount for her lifetime. 

Victor Wood, nephew, $1200 a year; 
Hughes Wood, nephew, $00 a year. 
John Wood, brother, and Susan, sister, 
each $1200 a year.

William Young, negro attendant, $99 
a year. 

Alma Cummings, daughter of the late 
George R. Cummings, is to receive the’ 
income of a separate trust fund of 
$20,000, to be handled by her mother 
or guardian until she is 18, and by her- 
self from the age of 18 to 2%; the prin- 
ciple then to be given to her. 

Provides for Charity Beds. 

Tre will provides that, before the 
bequests become payable, the 
Humane Society and the Bethesda 
Foundling Home shall place on their 
governing boards the president of two 
St. Touls banks or trust companies, and 
shall guarantee to continue such repre- 
rentation on the boards. The income to te 
paid to the Bethesda Home and St. 
Luke’s, Children’s and Jewish Hospitals 
shall be used for the maintenance of 
free rooms, free beds and free medical 
and surgical care, for persons unable 
to pay Yor such care, and free rooms and 
beds so kept shall be designated by 
the nare of Henry Wood Fund roons 
and beds. 

Wood was a large stockholder in the 
Burroughs Adding Machine Co. In a 
court hearing in which the record stock- 
holders of this concern was made pub- 
lic, in 1912, it was shown that Wood then 
owned 2500 shares of the stock, which 
was said to have a market value of be- 
tween $350 and $400 a share. He is said 
to have increased his holdings of the 
stock since that time.

NOLKER SELDOM 
AT HOME AT NIGHT, 
WITNESS. SAYS 


Spurned Wife’s Pleas, Went 
Out When Company Came, 
Sister-in-Law Testifies. 
WEEPS WHEN ON STAND; 
Mrs. Fynn Says Nolker Asserted 


He ‘‘Wanted to Live and 
Let Live.’’ 


Mrs. Maybelle H. Fynn of 4933 West 
Pine boulevard, wife of Valere A. Fynn, 
consulting engineer for the Wagner 
Electric Co., was the principal witness 
this morning for her sister, Mrs. Pearl 
Elizabeth Hyman Nolker, in the divorce 
suit of Robert E. Nolker. She wept as 
she told of her sister’s troubles with 
Nolker, and she apologized to Judge 
Cave for being ‘“‘so weak and sensitive.’’ 

Because of an expectation that Mrs. 
Nolker would testify in her own defense. 
a larger crowd than before was at the 
courthouse. Scores were turned away, 
under the rule that no one, other than 
those who had business in the court, 
should be admitted after the seats were 
filled. 

It was said that Mrs. Nolker’s testi- 


rmony would be reserved until the close 


of the defense’s case. 

Mrs. Fynn, who was married to her 
present husband last June, was Mrs. 
Teasdale at the time of the occurrences 
of which she testified. She told of go- 
ing to Europe, at her father’s expense, 
after the marriage of the Nolkers, end 
meeting them in London. Nolker treat- 
ed her most cordially, and she went ts 
Paris with the bridal pair. At tkat 
time, she testified, their attitude toward 
each other was all that the attitude of 
husband and wife should be. 

Used Her Furniture. 

After their return to St. Louis, she 
said, the Nolkers lived in the Nolker 
home for a time, but by arrangement 
with Nolker, she placed some of her 
furniture in the St. Regis Apartments, 
where the Nolkers later went to live. 
She said she did not make tl.is arrange- 


rent without proper invitation. Before 


Nolker’s marriage to her sister, and 
while she, Mrs. Teasdale, was having 
trouble with her husband, she said that 
Nolker told her she would be welcome 
in his home after his marriage. This 
part of her testimony was interrupted 
by weeping. 

She described Nolker’s home con- 
duct, early in his married life as be- 
ing very changeable, affectionate at 
times and very disagreeable at other 
times. At the end of each week, and 
sometimes as early as Friday, she 
said, he would go to Mrs. Carr’s, in 
St. Louis County. Most nights he 
would go to clubs or elsewhere, [re- 
quently leaving company at his home. 
Sometimes he would telephone to his 
wife that he would not come home to 
dinner, but that he was going to a 
club. Frequently, she continued, he 
would be out till 1 a. m, sometimes 
until 5 a. m. 

“He might stay at home one nign*t 
a week,” she ventured, but she added 
that even when he seemed settied at 
home for the evening, he would some- 
times go out suddenly. 

She said a clock in her room, which 
she could see withnot leaving her bed, 
would show her the time of Nolker’s 
return. She could sometimes tell by 
the reflection of the light, she said, that 
he was sitting in the living room, and 
she told of finding his asleep in a 
chair, fully dressed an dwith a cigar 
drooping between his lips. 

Rejected Wife’s Appeal. 

She said Mrs. Nolker would say’ to 
him, “Please, Bob, stay home with me 
once in awhile. Don’t go out and run 
from one saloon and roadhouse to an- 
other. You have a lovely library. Wh’ 
don’t yoy read some of these books?’ 

His reply to one such appeal, she 
said, was “Oh, live and let live. I'm 
going out. Crack your whip if you 
want to. See my lawyer, Mr. Fordyce, 
about a divorce. You can get it.” 

She said she did not know that Nolker 
made any objection to his wife's going 
abroad to study music. In Paris, she 
said, before Nolker’s visit, she and her 
sister went to only one cafe, the Abbey, 
and they went there with a party of 
five or six, as guests of a Mr. Burris. 
She said this place was ‘‘about like the 
Jefferson Hotel on Monday night.” 

Walter C. Taylor, who said he was 
connected with the Mellier Drug Co., 
was called as a witness for Mrs. Nol- 
ker, and testified that Nolker, in talking 
with him, had shown pride tn his wife's 
singing, and had seemed willing that 
she should go abroad to study, though 
he, Taylor, advised him to keep his wife 
at home. He also said Nolker said to 
him that his wife was right in the 
Baby Marlowe case and that he had 


sent her $300. He said he went to the 


Fauna Flora resort, in St. Louis Coun- 


ty, with Nolker while Mrs. Nolker was 


away. When asked about Nolker’s con- 

duct there, he said “I refuse to an- 

swer.”’ 
Defendant “Perfect Lady.” 

Mrs. Eliza Taylor, a widow, who 
lived in the St. Regis Apartments, ten- 
tified that she and her three daughters 
frequently visited Mrs. Nolker after the 
separation. She described Mrs. Nolker 
as a “perfect lady’ and said she had 
never seen her show evidence of drink - 
ing or heard her use bad 
She never saw intoxicants in Mrs.

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GERMANS RETIRE 
AFTER MAKING AN 
ATTAGK NEAR HAN 


Ground Gained North of St. 
Simon Given Up Wheén 
French Counter Attack. 
RESISTANCE _ INCREASES 
Heavy Artillery Fighting Now in 


Progress Between the Somme 
and Oise. 


PARIS, March 23.—A violent attack 
was made by the Germans last night 
north of St. Simon in the region of 
Ham. Today’s War Office announce- 
ment says the Germans gained some 
ground, but were counter attacked im- 
mediately and driven back as far as 
Seraucourt-Le-Grande, three miles north- 
east of St. Simon. 

The statement follows: 

“North of St. Simon the enemy 
made a violent attack las® night on 
our positions near Artemps. Our 
troops were thrown back slightly at 
first, but immediately counter attacked 
with vigor and succeeded in driving 
the enemy as far as Seraucourt-le- 
Grand. 

“There was heavy artillery fight- 
ing betwen the Somme and the Oise. 
South of the Oise further detach- 
ments crosed the Aillette. There was 
intermittent cannonading in the hill 
region. 

Chasseurs Cut Way Out. 

“North of Soissons we made new 
progress. It is now learned that the 
attack made by the enemy against the 
Vregny-Chivres front was extremely 
violent. The Germans hurled an entire 
regiment at a single point. Two of our 
companies of chasseurs, momentarily 
isolated, succeeded, after violent fight- 
ing, in disengaging themselves and re- 
turning’ with prisoners. The losses in- 
flicted on the enemy on these fruitless 
attacks were very heavy. 

“Severe surprise attacks of tha ene- 
my northwest of Rheims, near Maisons- { 
de-Champagne, in Avocourt Wood and. 
near St. Mihiel. were repulsed by our, 
fire.”’ 

The Official 
night said: 

‘In the region of St. Quentin = skir- 
mishes between patrols have occurred 
north of Dallon. Between the Somme 
and the Oise the enemy during the 
day made violent attempts to drive us 
back from the east bank of the canal 
of St. Quentin, which we occupied in 
front of Clastres and Montescourt. Suc- 
cessive attacks by the enemy were 
broken down by our machine gun fire. 

“Spirited engagements to the west of 
La Were likewise ended in a complete 
check for the enemy. 

‘South of the Oise our detachments 
crossed the Ailette River at several 
points. 

Arrested by Barrage Fire. 

“North of the Aisne the Germans re- 
newed their attacks between the Laon 
road and the river. Three attacks 
against the Vregny-Chiveres lire were 
arrested by our barrage fire. South of 
the Aisne, enfilading the enemy’s 
troops, our artillery inflicted upon them 
very heavy losses. 

“All reports that have reached us 
confirm that the enemy has systemati- 
cally pillaged and ravaged the evacu- 
ated zone without, in a majority of 
cases, military reasons. For instance, 
Gen. von Fleck, on quitting Ham, car- 
ried away the furnishings of the house 
that he had occupied there.’ 

Resistance Increasing. 

“The enemy's resistance is increasing 
along our whole front from west of St. 
Quentin to south of Arras,” says the of- 
ficial report from British headquarters 
last night. “Heavy snowstorms during 
the day added to the difficulties of our 
advance. 

“We carried out a successful raid yes- 
terday afternoon northeast of Arras 
and took a few prisoners. The enemy 
e: Geavored to counter-attack across an 
open and suffered severe casualties. 

‘“” small hostile party entered our 
trenches early this morning north of 
Ypres. They were driven off after 
sharp fighting. Another hostile raiding 
party was dispersed by our machine 
cun fire southwest of Lena. 

“Our airplanes were active again yes- 
terday in the area of the enemy's with- 
drawal. Much valuable reconnaissance 
work was carried out. One German 
machine was brought down behind our 
lines."’

FORMER CZAR A PRISONER 
IN TSARSKOE-SELO PALACE 


Arrives at Place Which 


idence, in Custody of Duma Committee, and 
Is Put Under Guard With Family. 


Was His Imperial Res- 


TSARSKOE-SELO, Russia, Thursday, 
March 22, via London, March 2.—On 
his arrival here today in the custody or 
four members of the Duma, Nicholas 
Romanoff, the deposed Emperor, was 
turned over immediately to the Tsar- 


skoe-Selo commander and taken to the 
Alexandrovsky Palace, where the for- 
mer Empress Alexandra already was 
interned. The special train carrying the 
former ruler arrived at 1:30 o’clock on 
the branch line outside Alexandrovsky 
Park. On leaving the train Nicholas 
entered an automobile, accompanied by 
his. Adjutant, Prince Dolgoroukoff, the 
only courtier of the first rank who ac- 
companied him, and by the four Duma 
commissioners. They were driven to 
the palace. 
Bears Himaecilf Erectly. 

Nicholas was met at the door in the 
left wing of the palace by Count Benck- 
endorff, who was his marshal of the 
court and is now under arrest. The 
former ruler held himself erect, look- 
ing calm and indifferent, although he 
stepped from the automobile with nerv- 
ous haste. A battalion of the First 
Rifle Guard Regiment was at the rail- 
road depot. 

The commander at Tsarskoe-Gelo is 
Col. Kobuilinsky, formerly commahder 
of the Petrogradsky Regiment, stationed 
in peace times at Warsaw. To him the 
Duma commissioners announced: 

“Our mission of handing over the En- 
peror is finished. We now go to Petrce- 
grad to announce this fact to the 
Duma.” 

The correspondent drove to the old 
Tsarskoe-Selo Palace, which is entirely 
deserted ane without guards, and then 
to the new palace, where the former im- 
perial family is interned. The pajace 
lies in a large park which is surround- 
ed by a plain, spiked fence, five feet 
high, coated with silver paint.

the exception of the guards, none but 
two of the gigantic black-bearded Cau- 
casians of the famous “Convoy of His 
Majesty,’’ who, though now fallen from 
favor and destined to be sent as sol- 
diers to the front, were allowed to peer 
through the fence. ° 

Near the east wing of the palace 
is a detached building which formerly 
served as a kitchen. It is now occu- 
pied by the staff oficer in command 
of the troops guarding Nicholas. 

Palace Two Stories High. 


The chief part of the palace is al Outside of Putiatin’s room three stheial 


long two-story building of pale yel- 
low stucco with white Corinthian 
columns reaching to the roof, and two 
vast projecting side wings. In the 
center of the building are two high 


arched porticos. Through the small 
upper square windows, which had no 
curtaining. there-could not be observ- 
ed nay sign of life within. The palace, 
seen through a snow storm, looked 
desolate and unattractive. 


On attempting to enter the park 
through the kitchen building the cor- 
respondent was told ty the oficer in 
charge that no one was permitted 
near, and that after 6 o'clock all roads 
approaching the south and east sides 
of the palace were closed. 

In regard to conditions under which 
Nicholas was being held in the palace 
officers deciared they knew nothing. 
Concerning Alexandra and other mem- 
bérs of the family the following Infor- 
mation was given: 

All the five children are in bed with 
the measles, for which reason Alexandra 
has not been outside the palace walls 
for two days. So far as is known no 
order has been issued preventing her 
from walking about the grounds. She 
has been forbidden to use the telephone 
and telegraph, or have any ¢cO™munica- 
tion with the outside world. This morn- 
ing she requested permission to tele- 
phone to Princess Baratoff, a friend, 
asking as to her health. The request 
was refused. Twice yesterday permis- 
sion to use the telephone was denied 
her. So far as is known no attempt has 
been made by any adherents of the old 
regime to communicate with her.

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MAURICE’S THEORY OF 
GERMAN DEVASTATION 


Threat to Level All Occupied 
Territory Unless France Makes 
Peace, General Says. 


LONDON, March 23.—Germany . in

WASHINGTON, March 23.—First steps 
by the new Russian Government toward 
the emancipation of Jews in Russia 


were reported today by Ambassador 
Francis, who said all educational re- 
strictions as to both colleges and lower 
schools had been removed. A bulletin 
given out by the State Department fol- 
lows: 

“The American embassy at Petrograd 
reports that all restrictions limiting the 
rights of Jews to all universities and 
schools in Russia have already been re- 
moved and that they are now permit- 
ted to enter any school or university in 
the empire.’’ 

Officials here look on this step as a 
forecast of freedom for the Jews in Rus- 
sia, which will remove one of the grav- 
est charges against the old Russian re- 
gime. Incidentally, also, it forecasts re- 
moval of passport restrictions, because 
of which the United States abrogated 
the commercial treaty with Russia, 
and lends confidence to statements from 
officials in Petrograd ,thet the treaty 
soon may be renewed. 

Combined with steps toward home rule 
in Finland and promises of autonomy 
for Poland, it convinces officials that 
the new Government is losing no time in 
carrying out the liberal program on 
which it has embarked. The new lead- 
ers apparently intend to carry out their 
program at once, as establishing a firm- 
er foundatidn on which the war can be 
prosecuted more successfully.

Exclaim Mothers When 
Children Get Sandwiches. 


Relief Commission Credited 
With Averting Starvation When 
Germans Seized Produce.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 

FRANCE, THURSDAY, March 22.—The 

real human interest in the retreat of the 

Germans lies in the half-ruined villages 


formerly occupied by them. The joy of 
the people over what they proclaim to 
be their liberation is wonderful. A pack- 
age of well-buttered ham sandwiches 
distributed among the children of one 
village caused greater excitement than 
the evacuation of the Germans. 
“It is butter,”’ cried several little 
voicés at once as the recipients scam- 
pered away to their houses to show 
their mothers. Through the open doors 
cculd be heard such expressions as: 
“Praise God, there is butter again in 
France.”’ 
The American Relief Commission has 
been able to distribute flour, coffee, 
Sugar, lard, limited quantities of rice, 
some cereals, soap, salt and vinegar, 
but no butter. 

Saved by America. 
The Associated Press correspondent 
today had a cup of American coffee, 
sweetened with American sugar, with 
a peasant family living next door to 
the charred ruins of German dugouts 
near the bank of the Somme. There was 
a loaf of brown bread on the table. 
“That also .is from the Americans,”’ 
said the peasant mother, who was hold- 
“We shall never 
forget the assistance given us by Amer- 
ica, It saved us. We have had nothing 
else since soon after the beginning of 
the German occupation. When the Ger- 
mans first began taking our goods, our 
horses, our cattle, our sheep, our vege- 
tables and everything else we raised, 
they gave us bits of paper officially 
Stamped by regimental commanders 
which they said were bonds, telling us 
we should present them to President 
Poincare for payment.” 

“But in the last year or so all we have 
been able to raise has been taken with- 
out even these bonds,”’ she continued. 
“We have been encouraged to cultivate 
our farms, then everything was taken 
and we were compelled to live on Amer- 
ican relief. We have had no milk for 
more than a year, all the cows having 
been taken away by the Germans. We 
have had no fresh meat for nine 
months.’’ 

Glad When Hens Were Taken. 

For a time, the peasants Say, they 
were allowed to keep hens on the con- 
dition that they produce five eggs for 
each hen weekly for the German au- 
thorities. If the hens did not lay five 
eggs the peasants had to borrow then 
from their neighbors, and they were 
delighted when the hens at last were 
confiscated.” 

There is an undeniable thrill attached 
to motoring over the old front line po- 
sitions. Within a week roads have pen- 
etrated almost countless trench posi- 
tions and extended ‘themselves ove- 
what once was No Man’s Land. Run- 
ning along these roads in broad day- 
light, it is hard to realize that six days 
ago one dared not lift an eye above 
the parapet of the front fire trenches. 

In penetrating the former German po- 
sitions a lasting Memory always is one 
of endless chains of rusted barbed wire. 
This has been a most valuable means 
of defense for the Germans, and from 
the amount which may be seen stretch- 
ing away in every direction as far as 
the eye reaches it would seem that all 
the German industrial plants had been 
turned to wire making. It is not the 
ordinary barbed wire known in Amer- 
ica, but the barbs, long and stout, are 
ettached to the wire at intervals of half 
an inch. 

Barbed Wire Prolonged War. 

“Tf it had not been for the barbed 
wire this war would have been over 
long ago,”’ a British officer declared. 


In leaving the territory retently evac- 
uated the Germans have taken away, in 
addition to all strong men and boys 
above 16, all women and girls from 15 
years upwards who are able to work. 
A French official communication recent- 
ly mentioned the taking of 3} women 
and girls from Noyon. Feb. 17 last the 
Germans removed 423 from Nesie. It is 
said that all women capable of working 
in German factories or on German 
farms, who have no children dependent 
on them, must go. 


In taking away the &t population the 
Germans are replacing these persons by 
sending back hundreds of aged or in- 
firm men and women from St. Quentin 
and other places behind the new lines,

CHINA TO SEND GERMAN PARTY | 
HOME THROUGH UNITED STATES 


Dismissed Minister and Suite, Consuls 
and l@gation Guards Number 
About 200 Perseus. 


WASHINGTON, March 2%-—China is 
arranging to send the digmissed German 
diplomatic and consular officials in that 
country back to Germany by way of 
the United States, and has secured the 
consent of the state department to their 
passage across the continent — safe 
conduct. 

About 200 persons will be in ‘tne party, 
including a body of German soldiers 
who have acted as a®legation guard at 
Pekin. The former German Minister 
has a suite of about 4, while @ Consuls 
are scattered about China. The party 
will gather in Pekin, take passage at 
Tien Tsin on a Dutch vessel which it is 
thought has been chartered for the pur- 
pose, and land in San Francisco or 
Seattle.

Ralliroad President Says tImcrease Is 
Justified by Expenses. 
WASHINGTON, March 2.—Sampe! 
Rea, president of the Pennsylvania 
Kiallroad, t6ld the Interstate Commerce 
Commission yesterday that the rising 
cost of all commodities had so affected

LONDON, Feb. 10.—Australia will be 
the great mecca for the British soldier 


after the war, in the opinion of Andrew } 


Fisher, High Commissioner for Australia 
in London. “Australia today offers the 
greatest return for energy of any coun- 
try in the world,”’ he declared today. “A 
great deal has been made in England of 


our plans for settling soldiers on the’ 


land, and this publicity in itself ie going 
to result in an unprecedented rush for 
the island continent as soon as peace 
comes. 

“The only question in the minds of 
Australian statesmen is whether we 
shall be able to cope with the rush. 
There is no question that we need the 
men, and we are making every prepara- 
tion to be ready for them. Australia 
is an exporter of food and an importer 
of men. 
has been an importer of food and an ex- 
porter of the more adventurous of her 
sons. Australia wants population, but 
she wants an independent population, 
and she wants it upon the soil. So she 


4 will have to provide organized means 


for settling the immigrants where they 
will do the most good."’ 


{ Land Sowenpomeente, 

Under the present Constitution of the 
Australian commonwealth, the land of 
the continent is solely the property of 
the various states. In any scheme of 
land settlement it was therefore neces- 
sary to consult the governments of the 
states. A series of conferences to this 
end are now in progress, explained Mr. 
Fisher. 

“The keynote of the scheme which we 
have adopted is that the British soldier 
and Australian soldier shall share and 
share alike. They have shared the toil 
of the war together. In the trenches 
they have made a friendship that will 
last beyond thé seas, when it will merge 
into a mutual citizenship in the new 


Tland of the South. 


“The money needed by the settler will 
be advanced through existing state 
agencies at moderate interest rates. The 
land itself will be provided practically 
free of charge. In Queensland, for ex- 
ample, the land will be leased under a 
perpetual lease. There will be no ini- 
tial payment for this lease, and there 
will be no rent to be paid during the 
first three years. In Western Austra- 
lia, each settler will be given, without 
charge, 160 acres. The Government will 
clear some of the land for him and pro- 
vide the necessary financial assistance 
through the Agricultural Bank, 

“In the old days, starting on the land 
was difficult, slow and expensive. Now 
the small man can start with a good 
prospect of being comfortably settled 
after a few years’ work. Large pas- 
toral holdings are to be converted into 
agricultural areas wilere wheat is 
grown. Other land will be: used for 
mixed farming or dairying.’ 

Railway Building. 

The development of Australia from 
now on, continued Mr. Fisher, will be 
greatly accelerated by railway build- 
ing. Atout 21,000 miles are now 
open for traffic, practically all State- 
owned, Much bigger things in rail- 
way building, however, are being 
planned for the next few years. 

“The Commonwealth Parliament,” 
said Mr. Fisher, “is providing for the 
construction of great trunk railways, 
spanning the continent from east to 
west, and from north to south. The 
Transcontinental from east to west 
is now on the point of completion. It 
runs from Port Atgusta in South 
Australia to Kalgoorlie in Western 
Australia. 

It has been a monumental under- 
taking. It is a first-class line of 
4 feet 8%-inch gauge, capable of lux- 
urious traveling at high speed. It 
has been built entirely by the Com- 
monwealth Government by day labor, 
without the aid of contractors. Aus- 
tralian engineers made the plans, and 
Australian steel works supplied most 
of the rails. To build the line was 
alone a great undertaking, for in all 
ite 1000 miles of length there was 
practically ro civilisation. It was 
built In two sections—simultaneously 
from either end, and today the con- 
étruction camps are getting hourly 
into touch. It will be a dramatic 
meeting there In the sflent heart of 
the continent, 

“That meeting will bring Western 
Australia within 48 hours of the 
Eastern states. It will open up thou- 
sands ef miles of new country, which 
will suppert a large population.”

TALK. MUNIGPAL 
SSUES TO VOTERS 


Latter Compares Building De- 
partment Records Under Wells 
and Present Mayor. 


FOR BUSINESS) METHODS 
Kiel Defends Americanism; Con- 


roy Demanded Lionberger 
Be ‘“‘Muzzled.”’ 


Mayor Kiel and William C. Connett, 
Democratic nominee for Mayor, talked 
municipal issues in their speeches last 


night. The Mayor, in a meeting at 5018 
Florissant avenue, repeated in part his 
speech of the night befcre, defending 
his own Americanism, citing his father e 
record as a soldier in the Civil War, and 
declaring that he and his sons are ready 
to fight for the United States. 

The principal-reference to the Amer- 
icanism issue, in the Democratic meet- 
ings, was made by James B. Conroy, 
candidate for alderman from the Nine- 
teenth Ward. Speaking in a hall at Sii- 
ney street and Iowa avenue, Conroy tcld 
of his own remarks to Isaac H. Lion- 
berger in the Twenty-eightn War‘ 
meeting at the Hamilton Hotel Tuesday 
night. At that time Lionberger cited 
ihe German names connected with the 
Kiel administration, and said it would 
appear “that the German-Americane 
have parted our goods among them.’ 
and that “we have fallen among the 
Philistines."’ 


“Muzzle Lionberger.” 
Conroy said he was the one man pres- 


ent at the Hamilton Hotel meeting who 
had the nerve to repudiate Lionberger’s 
remarks. ‘I took issue with him as an 
American citizen,’’ Conroy said. He 
added that he went to Democratic head- 
quarters on the following day and told 
those in charge that they must ‘“‘muz- 
zle Lionberger.’’ He said the commit- 
teemen and Judge Glendy B. Arnold, 
Connett’s campaign manager, promised 
that this would be done. 


Arnold said, in a-statement printed in 
the Post-Dispatch yesterday, that Lion- 
berger would not be asked to speak for 
Connett in the campaign. When he was 
asked the reason for this decision, he 
said it was not because of what Lion- 
berger had said, but because he is a 
corporation attorney, counsel for the La- 
clede Gas Light Co.

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WAR IS HERE. 

The sinking of the American tanker Healdton 
outside of the barred zone merely’ gives final 
emphasis to the determination of Germany to 
make ruthless war on American shipping . with- 
out regard to law, obligation or humanity. 

‘It is-the latest and most convincing of a series 
of overt acts which has destroyed all hope of 
peace and puts Germany in a state of war with 
the United States. The issue is completely clari- 
fied. We are driven into war. It is here, and the 
next step is to make thdroughgoing preparation 
to the end that our entry into the war may assure 
the crushing of the German fnilitary power. 

The duty of Congress is clear. It should at once 
fix the war status of the nation so that the state 
of war will be recognized and acted upon. It 
must them take measures for the effective and 
successful prosecution of the war, in co-operation 
with our allies who.are on the fighting lines. We 
must utilize our vast resources in money, mate- 
riais and men to assure victory. 

We can make our war undertaking decisive for 
victory and an early, just peace. But in order to 
do this we must awaken and put our whole en- 
ergy and ability into the task. : 

Voting credits and money for the allies, speed- 
ing the construction and manning of naval ves- 
sels and adopting a measure of universal mili- 
tary training are imperative acts. The strongest 
offensive is the best defensive policy. 
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FARM BANKS’ INITIAL SUCCESS. 

The first applications for Joans made to the 
St. Louis Federal Land Bank total: $2,137,099, of 
which $654,375 represents the present needs of 
Missouri farmers. The Arkansas applications ap- 
proximate a million. 

It must be remembered that credit from the or- 
dinary sources is now supplied on easier terms 
than perhaps ever before. The commercial banks 
have great resources from which to meet all de- 
mands on safe security. Interest rates have 
shown a material decline in the past 18 months. 
The fact that, in these prosperous times. borrow- 
fers ask more than two millions from the land 
bank before it is organized may fairly be said 
to show the wisdom with which Congress acted 
in making special provision for rural credit at 
low rates. That the applications will reach $10,- 
000,000 within a year after the institution is in 
running order and its facilities have i -come 
known to the rural public is entirely believable. 

Those who obtain these initial 5 per cent loans 
will save $100,000 for each five-year minimum 
period, as compared with the 6 per cent generally 
paid in interest, and as is well known, most 
farmers have to pay more than 6 per cent. Even 
more attractive than the low interest charges are 
the convenient terms for repayment. The land 
banks, like the parcel post and the postal savings 
banks, are likely to have a success surpassing 
rather than falling \below the most sanguine pre- 
dictions.

THE UNENACTED ADAMSON BILLS. 
Among many sentences-in Chief Justice White's 
opinion affirming in varying phrase the para- 
mountcy of the general Government's authority 
over interstate railroads is the following: 

- To what derision would it not reduce the 
proposition that the Government had power to 
enforce the duty of operation, if that power 
did not extend to doing that which was essen- 
tial to prevent operation from being complete- 
ly stopped. 

It was thought that the power of Government 
over certain individual acts under democracies 
had been exercised to the utmost in the laws like 
the Canadian Lemieux statute prohibiting strikes 
on utilities until after a prescribed period. devoted 
to the examination of the differences at issue. 
But the ruling on the Adamson law shows not 
only that Congress is empowered to prescribe re- 
strictions on the individual right of interstate util- 
ity employes to strike, bu@ that such right is ex- 
ercised only by the sufferance of Congress and 
can be withdrawn. In other words, no constitu- 
tional righteto strike exists. 

Supplementary to the Adamson law, Mr. Wilson 


the conditions under which interstate strikes may 
take place. Congress has so far failed to ap- 
prove this program, some members alleging a 
doubt as to its validity. 

The decision removes all doubt as to its full 
validity. It should be passed. Union resistance 
to it may bring a demand for much more drastic 
legislation for the public’s protection, under which 
railroad strikes might be prohibited altogether. 

By implication the decision also greatly ampli- 
fies the recognized power of states over utilities 
wholly withjn their jurisdiction, the street car 
lines of a city, for instance. 
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AWAITING THB NEWS FROM MONROE. 

In these parlous time, when yesterday's news- 
paper is ages old, when autocracies are over- 
thrown overnight, when empires are tottering, 
when the next click of the telegrapher's key may 
tell that an additional 100,000,000 of people have 
been plunged into the cauldron of war, it seems 
almost too much to ask us to wait until April 4 
to learn the result of the plebiscite in Monroe, 
Wis. 

The stalwart voters of Monroe on April 3 will 
have an opportunity to register their will upon 
matter# of great importance. They are asked to 
say whether Congress should declare war on 
Germany, whether merchant vessels should be 
{armed and convoyed and whether American citi- 
sens should take passage on belligerent merchant- 
men carrying contraband.

The issue of un-Americaniem and of disloyalty 
was forced by the silence of the local Republican 
platform on the crisis confronting the country. 
That silence reflected on the loyalty of Repub- 
lican candidates and Republican voters. 

If a small part of Mr. Kiel’s declaration of 
loyalty had been inserfed in the local Republican 
platform the Post-Dispatch’s question concerning 
the reason for his party organization’s attitude 
would never have been asked. 

If Mr. Kiel believed, as he states, that all the 
Republican candidates and all the people of St. 
Louis are true-blue Americans, why did he per- 
mit the silence of his platform? Why did not 
he declare himself in meeting and Insist upon the 
adoption of a plank declaring for the defense of 
American rights and supporting the President 
in his stand for the national honor and sov- 
ereignty and for the protection, of American citi- 
zens and ships on the seas? 

The excuse given for the failure of the party 
leaders to adopt a declaration in support of the 
Government is almost as bad as silence on the 
issue. They say they did not think of it and that 
no one proposed it. How can Americans over- 
look such an issue? Judge Spencer compares 
this great overshadowing patriotic national issue 
with such a political issue as the tariff, which is 
wide of the mark. 

The Post-Dispatch is smoking out the Repub- 
lican leaders. The Mayor’s declaration and the 
flag waving at his meetings shows that séme- 
thing has-been accomplished towards patriotic 
unity in St. Louis. 

We have always onposed injecting national or 
State political issues in municipal campaigns. 
We have always fought race prejudices and 
hatreds. We are now fighting race divisions in 
America. We ate fighting for American unity in 
the face of a foreign foe which is lawlessly at- 
tacking American rights and destroying Amer- 
ican ships and American citizens. The men who 
are fomenting race hatreds are the men who are 
preaching disloyalty or yielding to the influence 
of disloyal elements. 

We -hold that in this national issue every man 
in America must be openly for the defense of 
America against aggression from any source or 
must be counted against America. The coward or 
the “gum shoe” politician who yields to disloyal 
influence for political gain is a greater menace 
to the country than the open disloyalist. Neither 
should be put on guard. 

It is deplorable that this issue was raised by the 
silence of the dominant party in St. Louis., It 
diverts attention from local fssues on which ‘the 
campaign should be fought.

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ST. LOUIS FOR MILITARY TRAINING. . 

The Post-Dispatch dragnet inquiry of St. Louis- 
ans as to what they think of-the advisability of 
universal military training shows that sentiment 
in the Middle West, as represented in the Fourth 
City of the United States, is overwhelmingly for 
it. Reporters put the question to persons of evepy 
walk in life, laborers, mechanics, business and 
professional men, politicians, civil officials, io 
93 responses only nine were en to uni b 
service. 

Even of the nine the majority based their po- 
sition upon a misconception of the plan which is 
proposed for the United States. It was their idea 
that it would mean militarism such as is blamed 
for the great war. In fact, it means something 
altogether different. 

Militarism means standing armies and the sub- 
ordination of the civil to the military authority, 
or, at least, equal authority for both. The plan 
proposed for America does not mean standing 
armies or a martial regime. It simply means 
that all boys shall give up a few months when 
they can spare them best to receive adequate 
instruction for military service when the coun- 
try needs it. 

They will not be drawn-frem civil life long 
enough to interfere with ordinary preparation 
to fit themselves for citizenship. They will re- 
turn to civil life speedily, better men. mentally 
and physically for the experiences they haye 
undergone. And then, when an emergency 
comes, the country will not have to oppose an 
untrained soldiery to the well-disciplined ranks 
of a hostile army. 

The result of this informal plebiscite is grati- 
fying. St. Louis is in accord with the rest of 
the country in this important matter.

Probate. Court Denies Responsi- 
bility for Failure to Make 
Final Settlement. ;

Judge Hoitcamp $f the Probate. Court 
yesterday denied in a statement fo a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that his court 
was fesponsible for failure to make & 
final settlement of the estate of Jacob 
C. Van, Blarcom, former president of the 
National Bank of Commerce. 

The Judge's staternent followed criti- 
cism of the delay by George Lockett 
Edwards, ‘counsel for the National Bank 
of Commerce, who pointed out that the 
estate had Ween under administration 
nine years, without a final settlement 


| being reached, Edwards said Van Blar- 


com's widow, as executrix of the estate, 
had been permitted to draw more than 
$41,000 in commissions and to pay more 
than $396,000 in f to her attorneys, 
Boyle & Priest, while the creditors of 
the estate received nothing. 

He also said Mrs. Van Blarcom had 
been permitted to take commissions on 
collateral of the estate which had been 
sold by creditors. 

Judge Holtcamp said the annual set- 
tlements submitted to him had been 
approved “as a matter of routine,”’ and 
that they would be subject to any ex- 
ceptions which the creditors might desire 
to make upon the final settlement. of 
the case. 

“The Judge said it had been represent- 
ed to him that the estate “had to be 
nursed along’ to realize the largest 
possible value from its securities. No 
exceptions to any of the annual settle- 
ments had evér been made, he said, and 
he did not know there was any com- 
plaint on the part of creditors until yes- 
terday’s petition was filed. 

As to the payment of commissions to 
Mré. Van Blarcom on the sale of coliat- 
eral held by creditors, Judge Holtcamp 
said the legality ‘of this would be deter- 
mined at the final settlement and that 
if the commissions were wrongfully 
taken, they might be recovered by the 
creditors.

NEW SUPERSTITIONS 
ORIGINATED BY WAR 


Soldiers Believe Gold Coins Are 
Talismans to Save Them 
From Wounds. 


| 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
PARIS, March 5.—The stationary char- 
acter of the war has allowed a number 
of legends and superstitions to be born 


traced and@ explained, while others re- 
main obscure. The story of the “Mons 
angels” last year was proved to have 
arisen from a newspaper story in which 
the vision was described but not as an 
account of a fact. 
The superstition that declares that it 
is unlucky to light three cigarettes or 
cigars with a single match has be- 
come very widespread. Guillaume Apol- 
linaire, the poet, in writing about it in 
the current number of the Mercure de 
France, says that it has been introduced 
into France by the English army, al- 
though the present writer first met with 
it in France long before the war, but 
had never heard of it in England. 
Apollinaire tells how he was invited 
to mess with. a friend, Second Lieut. 
Francois V , how this superstition 
was discussed and laughed at by all 
present except himself and Francois 
V , and how Francois V hap- 
pened to be the third to light his cigar- 
ette with the same match. 

Thrifty Seldier Killed. 
The morning after Francois V 
was killed five or six miles from the 
front lines by a German shell. It ap- 
pears that the superstition is that the 
death is always of this nature, as Ap- 
pollinaire quotes a captain of a mixed 
tirailleur and zouave regiment as say- 
ing: 

“It is not so much the death that fol- 
lows, as death no longer is a dread to 
anyone, but it has been noticed that it 
is always.a useless form of death. A 
shell splinter in the trenches or at rest 
in the rear, which has nothing heroic 
about it, if there is anything in this 
war which is not heroic.” 

To dream of an autobus has become 
a token of death. Apollinaire has found 
this superstition in four different regi- 
ments and gives a story of a sergeant 
who succeeded in averting the omen in 
the case of a corporal: who said he had 
dreamed of an autobus. ‘‘How can that 
be,’ the sergeant asked, ‘‘when you 
have never been to Paris or seen an 
autobus?’’ The corporal described the 
vision. ‘‘That an autobus?’’ declared 
the sergeant. ‘‘Why, that's one of those 
new machines that the English are 
using. Don’t let that worry you!” 

A regiment from the south has the 
same belief about an automobile lorry 
instead of an autobus and can quote 
many examples of the truth of such 
dreams.

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MAYOR MITCHEL’S CHARGE OF 
DISLOYALTY LIE, SAYS SENATOR: 


Wagner, Native of Germany, Threat- 
ens to Have Executive Sum. 
moned Before Legislature. 
ALBANY, N. Y., March 23.—The State 
Legislature today awaited steps which 
Senator Robert F. Wagner has threat- 
ened to take to vindicate himself in view 
of the charges of disloyalty made by 
Mayor Mitchel of New York. Senator 
Wagner is a Democrat and minority 

leader in the upper House. 

Mayor Mitchel, according to reports 
from New York, blames Wagner with 
other members of the Legislature for 
defeating his plans for taking title to 
land at Rockaway Point needed by the 
Federal Government for the construc- 
tion of fortifications to protect New 
York. Senator Wagner has declared he 
will ask to have Mayor Mitchel sum- 
moned before the bar of the Senate 
to expain his alleged charge that Wag- 
rer “‘was working in the interests of 
Germany rather than in the interests 
of the United States.”’ 

Gov. Whitman and Senator Brown. 
Republican leader in the Senate, have 
both denounced the Mayor's statement 
as unjustified. Senator Wagner was 
botn in Germany, but came to this 
country when he was 4 years old. In 
an impassioned statement last night he 
asserted that the Mayor's charge was 
“an infamous lie,”” and that he was 
ready to give his life for the defense of 
this country.
